DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 26, 27, 29-32, 36, 37 and 39-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A domestic method 
for treating water with ozone comprising providing liquid in a vessel, introducing ozone into the 
liquid, increasing pressure in the vessel, using the increased pressure to dispense the treated . 
water through a carbon filter, and using the increased pressure to control a dispensing cycle at a 
preset pressure level is not taught, disclosed or suggested in the prior art of record. Also, the 
method with an additional step of passing off gas through the filter to treat it or preventing the 
dispensing of water if a level of treatment based on off gas ozone concentration is not 
obtained, is not taught, disclosed or suggested in the prior art of record.
